EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant has canceled claims 7-12 therefore the preyious rejection to claims 7- 
12 is moot. 
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Applicant provides sufficient arguments necessary to overcome the remaining 
1 12 2 nd paragraph rejections; hence the remaining 112 rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Applicant drawing submission filed 09/05/2006 is sufficient to withdraw the 
previous drawing objection. 

Applicant's arguments presented in pages 9-11 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant beginning in page 9 of the remarks alleges "Hence, the present 
invention does not control either the voltage magnitude or frequency, but rather 
synchronizes the generator with the power grid by calculating the hard minimum of the 
summed rectified voltages." The Office notes this is not the operation of the invention 
disclosed or claimed. Applicant does not describe any Synchronization or a feedback 
loop necessary to lock the phase of the signal from the generator to that of the grid. 

Applicant's arguments, pages 12 and 13, filed 09/05/2006, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Applicant contends in pages 12 "Monitoring voltage is 
nothing new in the power industry. However, rectifying the voltage of the generator and 
the power grid followed by summing the same is new". The further limitation of rectifying 
the voltage of the generator and the power grid followed by summing the said rectified 
voltages from the generator and the power grid is not found in the prior art. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 1-6 and 13-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Schnackenberg teaches a standby generator (item 170) 
integration system, comprising: a contactor unit (item 180) electrically coupled between 
a standby generator and a power grid (item 110); and a control unit (item 15 control 
apparatus and microcontroller) in communication with said contactor unit, wherein said 
control unit monitors (column 7 lines 20-35) a generator voltage and a power grid 
voltage for calculating a hard minimum (selected minimum). Schnackenberg does not 
teach rectifying the voltage of the generator and the power grid followed by summing 
the said rectified voltages from the generator and the power grid. These further 
limitations to claims 13 and 15 are not taught or properly rendered obvious by the prior 
art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Deng (U.S. Pat. No. 6,239,997) teaches a system to synchronize 
and supplement a gird with standby power see particularly figures 2 and 5, and Sanada 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,657,319) teaches the summation in fig 6 and 8 of voltage and current 
signals to ensure the supply of power to the load in fault conditions.
